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Practjca(,i,v all the t;iMets published in this volume were excavated by the 
Harvard-Baghdad School Expedition at Nuzi during the season 1930-31, 
when Mr. Richard K. S. Starr and the present writer were Director and 
Epigraphist respectively. Only a few come from the season of 1928-29, 
when Professor Robert H. Pfeiffer was Director. In 1918 Professor Pfeiffer, 
in an effort to discover what lay beneath the Hurrian city of Nuzi, began to 
sink a shaft in the palace area in a room known as 1,4, and in the course of 
the ensuing excavatiotv a Cappadocian tablet (Ncj. 223 in the present vob 
lime) w'as discovered at P. 11 A,' i .27 meters below the first Nuzi stratum, 
or 2.17 meters above present plain level. It was apparently in this same 
stratum that the Sumerian tablet, No. 228, of the time of the Third [dy¬ 
nasty of Ur' was discovered, but unfortunately its exact location in the 
strata has not been recorded. At P. IV, 3.48 meters below the Cappadocian 
level, or 1,31 metecs below present plain level, a further discovery was 
made of two tablets written in Old .A.kkadian (Nos. i s and 207). During 
the same season three other Old Akkadian tablets (Nos. 126, T48, and 150) 
were found, which are reconied as has'ing come from Rcxim S 151. As this 
room, however, is located on the extreme northeast edge of the mound and 
was never excavated below the topmost Hurrian level, it would seem most 
improbable that the talilets were discovered there, fhe character of the 
texts and their contents, particularly the occurrence of the unusual per¬ 
sonal names, Ishmadl the younger and Ishma-il the older, and the city 
name Gasur, indicate quite definitely that the tablets belong to the collec¬ 
tion found in L 4, and consequently some mistake must have been made 
in recording themj unless, of course, they were excavated by the Nubians 
themselves and were preserved by them. 

During the season 1930-31 the shaft in L 4 was extended and carried 
down to virgin soil, and it was in the course of this excavation that the 
great majority of the tablets herein published ^verc discovered. 'I'he Cappa¬ 
docian tablets, Nos, 224-227, were uneartheii at the same level as the one 
in T928-29, viz. P. 11 A, and in the same stratum there were discovered

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tablets 1^9 and 230, fragments manifestly of one tablet, the text of which is 
unfortunately not extensive enough to be dated with any certainty. 'I'hese 
fragments mention various amounts of grain (bE) for (a-na) different per¬ 
sons, whose names are preceded by the personal name determinative, which 
does not occur in Cappadocian texts. They may lielong to the early part of 
the Old Babylonian Dynasty. All the tablets of the Agade period. Nos, i- 
222, w'ere found between P. IH (4.1^1 meters below' the first Nu/i level, or 
.69 meter below present plain level) and P. IV {1.31 meters below plain 
level), on P. 1 \', betw'een P. 1 \^ and P. V (1.96 meters below plain level), on 
P. V, and one tablet, No, 160, w'as found on P. \'I 1 (2.55 meters below' 
plain level). The character and contents of this tablet, especially the men¬ 
tion of the official Zuzu, suggest that it belongs to the other tablets, 

and its presence so much below the others is somew'hat of a mystery. It 
would seem to have got out of place through some accident, but P. ^ II, 
where it was found, was of the same culture as P. 111 to P. where the rest 
of the tablets were discovered, so it is possible that the tablet belongs 
properly to P. VIL 

'I'he fact that the tablets of the Agade period (except No. 160) were 
found scattered between P. Ill and P. V4 through 1.27 meters of excava¬ 
tion, would at first sight suggest that they do not form a single collection, 
but come from different perioiis. A study of the texts, how'ever, shows 
that this is not the case. 'I he names of the same individuals appear in 
tablets from different levels, as, e.g,, Shu-lshtar of Hamazi, the sag-sitgi 
official Zuzu, and Ishma-il, the son of Tammil; and furthermore, what puts 
the matter be)'ond all question is the fact that duplicate tablets come from 
different levels. For example, No. 151, which came from the very bottom 
(P. V), duplicates in part No. 153, which came from the top. Likewise No. 
51 1 $ a duplicate of No. 52, and No. 56 of No, 57, and yet they came from 
different levels. Furthermore, No. 37 is quite clearly a fragment of No. 38, 
and yet it was found in a different lev'el. The explanation of the apparent 
mystery is that the people who lived on P. \ rebuilt their houses anti matle 
a new pavement higher up at 1*. IV; the same pe^iple occupied both levels 
and the upper pavement is due to their rebuilding operations. 

The tablets are of various shapes and sizes. 'I'wo of them, Nos. 2 and 
222, are square cornered and stpiare edged, and flat on both sides. I’hree 
of them. Nos, 219-221, are round, rather fiat on the obverse and con vex on 
the reverse. Tlie rest of the tablets are rectangular in shape, with rounded 
comers and rounded edges. Most of them are more or less flat on the ob¬ 
verse and convex on the reverse, but a gtiodly number tend to be convex 
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on the obverse as well as the reverse, thus differing very slightly in their 
sides. As is usual with talilers of the Agade period, the script is good, but 
the surfaces in many instances are badly preserved, stj that the text is often 
v'ery difficult to read. "I'he copies are naturally clearer than the originals in 
many cases, hut they reproduce rather faithfully the general shape and 
condition of the several tablets anil the idiosyncrasies of the different 
scribes. Nos. 1-4, 219-221, and ij l are almost exactly the she of the orig¬ 
inals, hut the others are somewhat larger. In so far as economy of arrange¬ 
ment on the plates would permit, the tablets of similar contents and those 
containing the same expressions have been grouped together. I’he photo¬ 
graphs at the end of the volume ate added to illustrate, more accurately 
than copies can do, the riiore important scripts presentetl by the tablets. 

A few tablets contain lightly incised characters, made apparently after 
the clay w'as nearly dry, and this again is reproduced in the copies. No. 
142 is almost wholly of this character, and likewise No. 180. in No. 107 the 
last four lines are lightly incised, the left edge of No. 5, line 10 in No. 70, 
lines l4f. in No. 71, and [V 15 in No. 1K7. Some tablets, on the other 
hand, are very deeply incised, and are written in large characters, particu¬ 
larly Nos, n j, 217 and 218. Some of the perwnal names in the tablets 
have check marks (the sign ]\AP) against them; see 51 1 5-7; 130: 9; 187 
IV 15; 188 t 9, 11 I, III 6, 20, IV 5, 7, 14. It is not altogether clear why 
these names are thus checked, aivd it is to be noted that in the duplicate of 
No. sJ, viz. No. >2, the check mark.'* are absent. 

'I'he early Sumerian and Old .Akkadian texts (Nos, 1-222) come mani- 
fe.stly from a time fairly early in the .Agadc period. 'I'he preposition 
against, over” is always written a/ and never ^/r, into which form it de¬ 
veloped by the time of Shargahsharri, if not earlier.^ 'I'he orthography is 
consistently that of the early period,* and the confusion in the voiced and 
unvoiced stops, so general throughout the texts, also suggests an early date. 
'I'he palaeography, and other evidences, like the archaic sign StI..A (222 
III 6) or 'I'.A + KL'R (165: I, 9, 12, 15, tS) and the sjjelling, ein-ga-sar 
(j i; 4}, in place of the later confirm this dating. 

The personal names in the texts differ very decidedly from those in the 
tablets from the upper levels of the mounil, which belong to the Hurrian 
city of Nu/i. The excavations showed a decidedly different culture for the 
city in the .Agade period, and it Iwre manifestly a different name. 'I'he place

name that appears most frequently in the texts, some 19 tinies, is (jasag-^

obliterated* the name is written with sag not gvinufied, GiJ-sag'^', in which 
form it appears in a votive inscription of Ititi of Ashur^* r^orciing the 
dedication of a certain object “out of the Imoty of Ciasag (iti ga- 

to the goddess Ishtar. This is the only reference to the city outside 
of our collection of tablets, and curiously enough the name Ititi appears a^ 
number of times in our texts. That Ga-sag*' is simply a variant writing of 
Ga-sag-^gnnu*=‘, and not a different cky* is proved by the fact that in the 
duplicates. Nos. 56 and 57, the city name is written with "'sag in one 
and with “sag plus guftu” in the other. This variant writing su^ests that 
ifHMff with Sag has no significance here, even as it has none with certain 
other signs in the early period* e.g., //, a/m* Sappjr, hw, anti w'hlch signs 
have the same phonetic values whether gunufied or not. Unlike them, how¬ 
ever* sag when gunufied regularly takes on new values, vix., Jrir, ^wr, kilS, 
//a/, and if its value remains unchanged in our city name* It woxild Indicate 
that the sign when gunufied includes also all the values of the simple signd 
In that case sag+gnnu must he given the value sag^* On the other hand, 
sag in 57:8 may be simply a defective writing of sag+gimu, and this is sup¬ 
ported by the fact that no upright w-edges whatsoever ap^iear in the first 
part of the sign. Although not absolutely necessary to the sign sag, an up¬ 
right wedge is added to it everywhere else in our texts* so that the omis¬ 
sion of all upright wedges in 57: 8 would seem to indicate a slip on the part 
of the scribe. In this case the city ought to be called Ga-sag+gtinn, or 
Ga-siir, if that is the correct value of the second sign here. I Gasag or 
Gasur, whichever is correct, was the name of our city in Agade times is sug¬ 
gested by the frequency of its occurrence (some 19 times, as already noted) 
and the conditions under which it is mentioned. In that case the name 
Nuzi must have been given to the city by tlie Hurrians when they overran 
the region* and we have the unusual phenomenon of a city's name being 
changed with the advent of a new race. 

With the exception of an inscriv>tion of N'aram-Sin found at Nebi 
Yunus,^ our tablets are the only early Sargonid texts that have ever been

peculiar importance as throwing some light on the beginnings of Asliur, 
since Gasur was not far from Ashur and doubtless represented the same 
racial stocks. In our texts we have the earliest known mention of that city 
Qb VI l;d7 Gl; 15^ 1 t G '53 X 154 1 11; 160 IV 5; 169: [5, always writ^ 
ten bvit never does the name of the god Ashur appear, except in 

the Cappadocian texts as an element in persfmal names (see 2-4:3, R; 
227M: 1; 227F: 3). rhe absence of Ashur in the early texts would seem to 
indicate that he vvas unknown then and that the city name was older than 
the divine name, unless the knowledge and w'orships of Ashur had not spread 
as far as Gasur in Agade times, which seems most unlikely. Racially the 
inhabitants of Ashur were doubtless as mixed as those of Gasur, but it is 
of some interest to note that the only citizen of Ashur, definitely called 
such in our texts, Iwre the Semitic name of Ahu-tab (36 VI i; 37 I 2; 
J51 ! 10; 153 X i; 154 1 10). 

The tablets from, Gasur arc lare:ely business documents similar to those 
published by Thureau-Dangin," de Genouillac," f^egraind"' and Nikolsky.'^ 
Their chief interest is the personal names that abound in them, and these, 
as one might expect, are more akin to those found in the Obelisk of Man- 
ishtusu and in the Susa texts than to thtsse in the tablets frfjm 'I'eUoh. 
An examination of the names shows that the great majority are Semitic; 
a luimber are Sumerian, and rektiv'ely few are foreign (i.e,, non-Semitic 
and non-Sumerian), but none of these is definitely Hurrian, Elamite, or 
Guttan. A name like E-wi-rt-ki-ra (iRj II 3) at first sight might be re¬ 
garded as Hurrian because of the first element tf-wi-rif but the second ele¬ 
ment, Xv-m, is not Hurrian, in so far as we know; it is not certain to what 
language it does belong, appears once in our texts as a personal name 

((87 HI 11), hut there is nothing distinctly Hurrian alwut this word, 
even though it is frequently used as a personal name in the Hurrian texts 
from N'uzi. It never occurs in the Nuzi texts, for example, in conjunc¬ 
tion with definite Hurrian elements like or /e^fip. .Another name, 
Iif-/u^itg (27:9 r( passim), contains what might be the Hurrian element 
btit ug is not Hurrian, according to our present knowledge, 'Ihis 
name, like {2081 i), may possibly be Gutian, but both could be

Xuzi texts,’* but that does not make the personal names in which the ele¬ 
ment appears either Kassiteor Hurrian. I'he common Hurrian element tir 
occurs in two names, ^•f-rt^hN-ha (l 53 X'lll 4) and ^i-rLiS (146:5 passim)y 
but does not seem to be Hurrian. .Vr/ 5 , however, is strikingly like the 
Hurrian name and may be compijscd of Hurrian ari plus the 

sufhx «. On the other hand, the word can be explained as a perfectly good 
Semitic form, and as such it is actually found, for example, in a letter of the 
Agade period published by Sidney Smith.'^ The presence of a single ele¬ 
ment in a personal name, that appears to he Hurrian, does nor make the 
name Hurrian; all the elements must be I lurrian. Acctirdingly, not a single 
name in the Ciasur texts can he shown to be Hurrian,'^*'so that the Hurrians 
must have come to Gasur some time after the Agade period. This is also 
borne out by the evidence of the excavations at Xiiri, where the Gasur 
strata and the later Hurrian strata show a decided difference in material 
remains. It is likewise supported by the conclusions to be drawn from 
the excavations at Tell Biliah** and the investigations of Gotze, based 
upon the records from Boghaz-kdi and the evidences of archaeology,” 
Hence Speiser was wrong in his Mesopotamian (Jrighis in placing the Hur¬ 
rian migration as early as the third millennium u.c.,and in a later article he 
has T^'ognizcd this fact." In the light of all that we know at present the 
Hurrian migration occurred not earlier than the beginning of the second 
millennium, probably just after the golden ages of Hamnuirabi in Baby¬ 
lonia and the 1 welfih Dynasty in Kgypt, at a timeoi weakness when the 
Near East could easily have fallen prey to an invading horde like the 
Hurrians. 

In our list of personal names we would naturally expect to find some of 
Elamite origin, and yet there does not seem to he a single name that is cer¬ 
tainly Elamite, and only a few that are possibly so. /^a-na (188 IH 18, IV 
21) is found as a god name or epithet in certain Elamite texts " and the 
same is tme of Bit-ni~fna (185 IV 15), w'ritten in exactly the same way,

'fhe dty of Gasur, as the name suggests, was douljtless of Sumerian 
origin,'^ but its Sumerian population by the Agade period had been larj^ely 
replaced by Semites with a sprinkling of foreigners, whose affitilty it is im¬ 
possible as yet to determine with certaint)'. Man)' of them were doubtless 
descendants of the aborigines of the land, men with names like yirl)a5a, 
Htwiris, Hu^u/is, and the like; but some of them were probably the result 
of foreign infiltration, 

A striking fact about the personal names in oiir texts is that an un¬ 
usually large number of them (approximately one-fifth) are characterised 
by the iteration or reduplication of one syllable, names like Abubu, Ababa, 
Ahuhu, Abaija, Belili, and Iriti. As Is well known, iterative names w'ere 
characteristic of the Agade period, but in course of time they tended to dis¬ 
appear, until in the period of the d'hird Dynast)' of Ur they were scarcely 
found at all in Babylonia. In Elam, however, they continued in frequent 
use,'* and likewise in Cappailocia.'* 't his would suggest that the device 
was of foreign origin, because it declined in use as foreign infiuences de¬ 
clined, and it is found in most frequent use in those periotls when foreign 
influence was strongest ami in those regions most <ipen to foreign impacts, 
being found more frequently in the north and northeast than in the south.^^ 
But foreign as may have been the origin of the device in Mesopotamia, it 
does not necessarily follow that all iterative names found in Mesopotamia 
are foreign, as some have supptised. '[’he device was a common one the 
whole world over,^* and if not original in Mesopotamia, it could have been 
easily imitated by the natives. The iterative names in our texts, with one 
or two possible exceptions, can be shown to l>e either Sumerian or Semitic, 
chiefly the latter, as 1 have show'n elsewliere.'* 

Many of the personal names in the Gasur texts are iterative because the

but whether foreign or not they are invariably combined with elements 
that are Sumerian or Semitic, chiefly the latter; cf-, e-g., the personal 
names Da~Baha, Pu-A'lamat Pu-Zttzuy Sn-Daday and Baba-ili (AN). 

According to the evidence of our texts, then, the population of Gasur in 
Agade rimes was overwhelmingly Semitic; but whether any of the inhabi¬ 
tants were West Semitic is not so clear. 'I'he personal name j-i-mar-rH-ttm 
appears once in our texts 067:8), but it plainly has no other significance 
than "the Westerner,” and lacks probably an ethnic connotation. In the 
personal names there are no \^'est Semitic verbal forms; lorms, lor example, 
with the preformative yrf. One of the most frequent names in the texts is 
Ishmael, but always written (AN), and never Ya-as-nia-a^^iy in 

which form one ought to find it if it is to be regarded as \^'est Semitic. 
Similarly we get l-da-tl (var., -//), hut never Ya-daf^-el, and 
but never Yada-arJSin^ On the other hand, the personal nnmt Zn-ki-kt 
looks like a variant of the Akkadian Ba-Ki kiy "be of Kiki,” which also 
occurs in our texts, and may be compared with the West Semitic name 
where zu correspontis apparently to the early Aramaic s/7, Arabic 
d/iu. More definitely \VesT Semitic is the personal name IJa-la-la =hja~ 
ia-ilay composed manifestly of two West Semitic elements tfala and UaP 
Similarly, the variant names, En-na-Hum (AN), En-nadumy and Eti-na-ily 
may suj^est that the first two are Akkadian and the last ^Vest Semitic, , 
Enna-ely "Behold RU" Another name, /-/i 4 / (-AN), "El is my god,” is 
absolutely identical with the biblical name -At best, however, the 

indications of West Semitic influence at Gasur are comparatively slight, 
and it is to be doubted whether West Semites composed any considerable 
part of the population, if any at all. The population was overwhelmingly 
Semitic, but it was Akkadian and not West Semitic. Hence it is not sur¬ 
prising to find among the personal names in the texts the not infrequent one 
of d-ga-iit-may with its variant A-ga-ti-amy i.e., “the -Akkadian.” 

It was a remarkable achievement on the part of Sargon of .Agade that 
he changed within the space of a-few years the whole complexion of the 
mighty empire that he wrested from Lggalzaggisi, transforming it almost 
over night from a Sumerian to a Semitic realm, almost wholly so lingulsti-

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caJly and at least partly st) culturally. And all this is reriected in the tablets 
from Gasur. I,ike the other texts from the Agacie period and in striking 
contrast with those both before and immediately after, they are written 
very largely in Semitic, i.e., Old Akkadian; but all names of occupations 
and professions with one exception, mbaum (175 III g), all names of do¬ 
mestic animals, grains, drinks, bnmze utensils, and products in general are 
written with their Sumerian ideograms, indicating that for their cultural 
life the early Akkadians were largely dependent upon the Sumerians. The 
Gasur tests disclose all the varied business activity of a prosperous com¬ 
munity, even to buying and selling on the instalment plan; and the com¬ 
mercial dealings of the community extendeil over a considerable portion 
of Sargon’s far-flung empire. Over forty place names are mentioned in 
the texts, ranging all the way from .Atshur on the west to Simurrurn and 
Hamazi on the east, and as far south as Agade and JCalum. bargon and 
his dynasty were not iconoclasts, but might)' builders. They borrowed 
much, but they contributed much; and a tribute to that contribution is 
found in our small but cultured and important city of Gasur, 

,A feature of the personal names of the Kassite period in Babylonia and 
to a less degree of the Cappadocian names is the use of prefixeil surname 
elements like DUMU, “son of.” in the same way a number of names in 
our texts have prefixed elements. One of these, DUMU, appears in both 
the Kassite and Cappadocian tablets, but the other three do not, viz., 
“w'ife of,” “woman of,” “ and “he of,” which in this con¬ 
nection means “son of,” as is indicatetl bj' the comparison of hn-t-lUsH in 
Mu-mu {i III j6 f.} with hu-i-lUsu mdr A'lu-tuu (if>4t 4 f,). In so far as I 
know this use of Su is found elsewhere tmly in Legrain, Delega/iou at Perse^

In the transliteration of several of the place names and personal names 
there is some uncertainty l>ecause they may be read as Sumerian or Se¬ 
mitic.

Hi-re'um ought perhaps to be read Dingir-silf. Another uncertainty is 
found in the personal names containing the element AN. In cuneiform this 
is often the designation of the god Anum, and that Anum was used as an 
element in personal names at Gasur is clear from names like A-mim and 
Sii-a-mmiy var., Sn-d^nn-um, On the other hand it is clear fmm the variant 
£«-«rf -/7 for that .AN should sometimes be transliterated il. 

Furthermore, Gu-Ii-Iimiy a variant of 6W/-AN, and similar pairs of vari¬ 
ants indicate that i/tm> is another reading of .AN; and in view of variants 
like l-lUha-ni and AN-A«-w/, and AN-<f«M, it is apparent that ///, 

"my god," or more correctly for the early period //f,is still another reailing 
of .AN. Hence j 4 mtmy i/, iVhw, and iti are all possible readings of AN, and 
which of these should be followed in particular instances is not always clear. 
A similar uncertainty attaches at times to the transliteration of NL For 
example, Zd-NLNl is manifestly a variant writing of ZaAi-iiy and ought 
then to lie transliterated 'ZaJi-ify but to do that is to give in one instance 
the same name to father and son, because in 197:3 f. Za-lUi is set down 
as the son of Z^-Nl-Nl, i.e-, Za~ii-H. In that case the difference between 
the names of father and son woulil appear only in the written and not the 
spoken word,

^*map'* (Xo. i). Since it was found among business documents anti has on 
it a recortl of laiul, it is natural to suppose that it was prepared to indicate 
the location of some estate. In the center of the map is a circle, to the left 
of which appears the inscription, lo dur lo bur minus 6 «ax i.e., 

“180 + 180 — 6 O54) gun or ilcn of cultivated land” (slightly' more than 
.300 acres). To the right of the circle is another inscription, apparently con¬ 
tinuing the first and reading as foilows: »a-{U A-za-h^ “belonging to A/ala.” 
Whether Azala is a personal name or the name of a city', indicated by the 
circle, is not clear.■** It is to be ntited that other circles on the map do indi¬ 
cate cities, but they all hav'e their names written within the circles. Un¬ 
fortunately only one of them is completely preserveil, viz., JlIaS-gdiiA^aii- 
if we read the name as Sumerian, or MaSktin-Mr-i^-Zat if we read it as 
.AkkaiJian. 'I'his appears in the lower left-hand comer of the tablet, on the 
side that is inscribed im-mar-tu, “west.” The opposite side is inscribed 
iM-KiTR, “east/' and following KUR after a small space is another inscrip¬ 
tion beginning with but the other signs are unfortunately broken away. 
In the left-hand corner of this east side of the map is another city whkh 
may possibly be Gn-zi-Uf/ (a city name that appears in .^6 11 6), but only the 
last sign, mi, is clearly preserved. .A third city appears to the right of the 
center of the map, but only the first signs are clearly preserved, 

. . . Running through the center of the map, apparently from north t<J 
south, is a river or irrigation canal, inscribed Ra-fti-um, “the fructifier.” 
Hy three channels it empties apparently out of a larger liody of w-ater, 
where broken lines would seem to indicate waves. Unfortunately the 
legend on this is broken. The last sign is definitely and the first sign seems 
to be gnr, to give the name Cur-gl. Along the whole course of this region a 
narrow rectangvdar space has been ruled off by the scribe as a 
upon which he has written the legend “north.** He has no kibirtum 

nded off for the other directions, so that this and the region marked with 
broken lines may have been intendeii to represent an indefinite, undefined 
area in the north, the soiia'e of the water supply. Some distance along the 
course of the river or canal is another flowing into it from the w'est, also 
bearing a legend, vinfortunately largely obliterated. The last two signs arc 
the sign immediately preceding this may be da or hn, and the one 
preceding this may l>e The two mountain ranges are very clear, the one 
in the west and the other in the east. The southern edge of the map has lost 
its upper surface, so no inscription is preserv'ed here. Since my earlier dis-

cussions of the map 1 have discovered the existence of a city by the name 
of Dur-ithla in the Human texts from Xu'd,*’ and a city by the name of 
Dttr-ib-la^^ in an early Sumerian text/^of which the former at least is mani¬ 
festly to be identified with the city of Maikan-d'&r-ibla on the map. This 
would confirm my earlier suggestion that the map must depict a district 
near Gasur, perhaps somewhere between the Zagros Mountains and the 
chain of hills running north and south through Kirkuk, and the rivers may 
be the Lower Zab or the Radanu and the Tigris, or they may be only irri¬ 
gation canals. 

'I'he bulla (^No. 3) is a round lump of clay, on Iwth sides of which a seal 
has been impressed showing two upright lions crossed and two upright 
bearded bulls crossed.-''* On the edge of the bulla the scribe has written the 
word ^E-Cri^- , “sesame," and immediately beneath this, on the face of the 
bulla close to the edge, is the word si-tumy “remainder, balance.” 'I'his 
would indicate that the bulla, wrapped about a cord, was used to seal a 
receptacle containing a certain balance of sesame, and it is of interest to 
note that a number of our texts (e,g., Xos. 48“59) have to do with the re¬ 
ceipt of instalments and the record of balances due. Doing business on the 
instalment plan is accordingly not such a modern institution after all. 

Next in importance to the map are the letters (Nos, 4-12), the largest 
single collection of Old Akkadian letters yet published. Two of these 
(Nos. 4 and 9) are too tragmenrary to yieUl much information. The others 
are treated below.

This Sumerian catalogue would seem to have been prepared to list the 
occupational titles found in the business documents, or it may have been 
prepared by a professional scribe as a copy text, it is beautifully written 
and all the words arc names of occupations or professions, several of them 
being new to cuneiform literature. Other lists in our collection are Nos. 
216-221, whcjse bold anil largely inexpert script suggests that they are 
exercise tablets. Similar lists arc found in the tablets publishei .1 by Lc- 
grain.

I hese tablets are of particular in terest because they are the first Cappa¬ 
docian texts found outside .Asia Minor ever to be published. Sidney Smith 
has reported that tablets ol the same genera! class were iliscovered along 
the Khabur River {Cimeifortn Texts from Cappadocian Tablets in the 
British Museum, 1 , 5), and a building inscription was unearthed at Ashur 
which in orthography, language, and personal names, Forrer says, might 
be Cappadocian {^R.eallexikott der .'fssyriolagie, I, 235^)» but none of these 
has ever b«n published. 'I'he first of our texts (No. 223) is a letter fram 
tJduli to \\ar(a)il-i]ifiu. This is strictly Cappadocian, and may have been 
sent frorn Cappadocia. 11 has identically rhe same script as the documents 
from Asia Minor, with the peculiar slant to the right, and all their other 
features, like the use of the short vertical stroke as a wonl divider. 'I’he 
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only fomi that is iit all strange for a Cappadocian document is the uncon¬ 
tracted form, (line 4). 

The other Cappadocian documents [Nos. 224-227) show slight varia¬ 
tions in the script, the most obvious of which is the absence of the slant to 
the right. The tablets unfortunately are in such a fragmentary condition 
that little information can he obtained fmm them. In 224:3, 8, a man by 
the name ofis mentioned as having paid out money; 
a-Au-(ii-hi-hit (224:7) Is apparently the name of a city; and the city pat 
fAr<r//e«fe, identified by most scholars with Ashur, is mentioned in 227; 2,
